affairs committee today adopted the follow- 
ing resolution: 


"Resolved, That the action of the Presi- 


dent of the United States in the Tampico inci- 
dent is sustained by the committee on foreign 
affairs of the House of Representatives." 


.Washington, April 16-General Huerta practical- 


ly has: promised to fire salutes to the American flag, 
according to an official dispatch received at 11:40 
a.m. 


"The situation is very encouraging," said Secre- 


tary Bryan, after he received the message from 
Charge O'Shaughnessy in which Huerta's attitude 
was described as yielding. Mr. Bryan and Acting 
Chairman Shivety, of the senate foreign relations 
committee, both emerged from the White House 
smiling. 


Unofficially, it was stated that if the salutes were 


firody $OW Ot tfre AmortClB WWllllpS fWW srWiiWlig 
towards Mexican waters would be turned back. 


Words of Huerta's decision virtually to accede to 


all the American demands came to the White House 
as the result of an executive session of the Mexi- 
can senate to which Huerta outlined the entire situ- 
ation. 


The only condition to firing the salute was that 


American ships fire a salute in acknowledgement. 
Officials close to the president said this was in ac- 
cordance with naval precedence. It was authorita- 
tively stated that the only point remaining to be de- 
termined was 'the number of guns and that this 
would be immediately agreed upon.
